I. General 

Cuba is served by an extensive network, of diversified communication 
facilities* High-speed international ccraaaalcation connections between 
Cuba and the United States are provided by submarine cable, coaxial 
cable, radiotelephone, and radiotelegraph circuits ae well as a modem 
troposphere scatter radio link. Radiotelephone and radiotelegraph 
circuits also provide high-speed connections between Cuba and key points 
in Latin America and Western Europe. A commercial telephone system 
provides service to all parts of Cuba, and all major cities are served 
by automatic telephone exchanges. Although currently somewhat unrelia- 
ble the extensive government-owned microwave network provides high-speed 
communications for the armed forces, government administration, and 
public services. The Cuban Government also operates an island-wide 
telegraph system, with main offices located in major cities. Domestic 
broadcasting facilities consist of numerous low-power AM radio stations, 
as well as several FM. and television stations. Domestic point-to-point 
radio is used extensively by eanaB&rcial, industrial, and agricultural 
enterprises. 

Currently, some sectors of the telecommunications network are dis- 
rupted. Physical destruction of public communication facilities occurred 
in late 1958 and early 1 959? during the final stages of the revolution, 
and many stations of the government n&crowave network were reportedly 
damaged at the same time . Subsequent unstable economic and political 
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conditions resulted la further deterioration of communications. The 
Cuban Telephone Company is currently sustaining financial losses because 
of toll reductions that followed government intervention. The current 
government has tentatively set the end of i960 as the deadline for 
taking over control of all domestic written-record communications facil- 
ities, end 1961 as the deadline for its assumption of control of all 
international written-record communications facilities. Many radio 
stations have already stopped broadcasting. As of February 1958? there 
were no radar facilities in Cuba. 

II. Telephone and Telegraph Systems 

A. Telephone System 

Cuba is served by an extensive telephone network that connects all 
major populated centers of the country (see Map 28739? ha pocket). The 
Isle of Pines is connected to the min system by radiotelephone. The 
entire system is operated by the Cuban Telephone Company, a prlvate3y 
owned corporation. All major cities have automatic telephone exchanges. 
Havana has by far the greatest number, but automatic exchanges sure also 
located in Pinar del Eio, Marianao, Guinea, Matsnaas, Cardenas, Sagua, 
Santa Clara, Sancti Spfritus, Ciego de Avila, CamagUey, Victoria da la 
Tunis, Molguin, Santiago de Cuba, Santiago de las Vegas, Manxanillo, 
Bayamo, and Gmntamssa. Except for 13 exchanges, these cities employ 
automatic step-by-step switching equipment. Eleven small central 
offices use relay equipment. Early in 1959? long-distance-dial service 
was established between Havana and San Antonio do los Sa&os, not far 
away. Such service is possible only between these two stations, however. 
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"bacauee no others have been converted to distance dialing* Wirelines 
are largely carrier and, qpen**wire circuits. 

B. Telegraph System 

telegraph syete®, under the jurisdiction of the Ministry of 
C'csffiaunicatlans of the Government of Cuba, provides an integrated tele- 
graphic network for the entire island, from Cortes on the vest to 
Baracoa caa the east.* For the most part the telegraph lines follow the 
major railroad lines, although for short distances they follow highways 
and roads. In some of the peripheral areas where there are no railroads 
the lines follow highways and ros.de exclusively. 

Havana is by far the most important telegraph center. Important 
regional centers are Pinar de Rio, Sfehansas, Santa Clara, Cisgo d® 

Avila, Ceraguey, Bayamo, and Santiago de Cuba. Available Information 
does not indicate whether these telegraph centers have automatic or 
semiautomatic equipment, but in Havana it is probably automatic. At 
hey stations the telegraph network 1© linked with the government micro- 
wave relay network. 

XIX. Submarine Cables 

Cuba is served by a relatively extensive system of conventional 
telegraphic submarine cables as well as by a special type of submarine 
coaxial cable (see Tables 1 and 2, below, and Map 1, following p. 32). 
Most of the conventional cables are international circuits that provide 
direct connections between Cuba and the Butted States. The rest are

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either international circuits tfckkt connect with other Caribbean islands 
and Panama or domestic circuits that connect points along the south 
coast of Cuba. Most of the latter circuits are virtually obsolete, 
although they still have a very limited carrying capacity. They have 
been supplanted in large part by point-to-point radiotelephone and 
radiotelegraph circuits and submarine coaxial cable. In addition to the 
conventional submarine cables, two unique submarine coaxial cables were 
laid between Havana and Key West, Florida, about 1950* Key West 
these cables are connected to Missui by overland coaxial cable (see 
Table l). 

IV. Microwave Radio Relay System 

Cuba is served by an extensive microwave radio relay system. The 
actual extent of the facilities, however, and the present status of 
operation is not completely known. The system was begun in Kovember 
19 ^ whon the Radio Corporation, of America (RCA) signed a construction 
contract with the Cuban Government. The system was to consist of more 
than 100 stations — 30 stations on the main microwave trunk and more 
than 70 feeder (satellite) stations (see Map 2). A main trunk line was 
to run the full length of the island from Pinar del Rilo on the west to 
Santiago on the east. Relay stations on the trunk line were to be 
located as near as possible to the Carretera Central (Central Highway) 
and in places having military establlstasents that could provide protec- 
tion and maintenance for the facilities. Feeder stations were to b© 
located near existing radiotelegraph and radiotelephone stations wher- 
ever possible, and were to be connected to the main stations of the 
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trunk line. Independent circuits were to be provided for (l) the 
Ministry of Communications , (2) public administration offices , (3) mil*” 
itary organizations. Other Independent circuits were to toe provided to 
facilitate (l) teletype transmission toy the Hatlonal Observatory and 
(2) facsimile transmission toy government administrators and the armed 
forces. The trunk system was to provide 66 telephone and 90 teletype 
circuits for various branches of the government and also for the public 
telegraph service. In the autumn of 1956 the Cuban Government decided 
to add 40 more feeder stations to the microwave network originally 
planned. Some of them were to be used to extend the public teleprinter 
service for the Havana area, and others were to provide service In 
localities not served toy the system as planned originally* Private 
leased -line facilities were to toe made available to sugar mills and 
other agricultural and industrial organizations. 

25X1 X xn 1956 said that the entire system would 

toe completed in approximately 2 years. As of June 1950* however, only 
30 stations of the main trunk line and 3-1 feeder stations were completed 
suffic ient ly to go into operation. As of the same date, at least 5 
additional stations had some microwave equipment installed.* 

The present status of operation of the microwave system is difficult 
to ascertain, because it was damaged extensively during the latter part 
of the revolution. As of February 1959# the damaged facilities had not 
been repaired because funds were lacking. As late as June 1959# a 

~Aliit"of "microwave stations showing status of completion as of 
June 1956 i® available in GKR. 
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reported that the micx*owave system was very unreliable 
and that only on rare occasions could it be used over its entire length. 

On 7 June 1959, the new government of Cuba enacted a law that 
created an autonomous organization called the Bed Qficlal de Cosmsuni- 
encloses per Microondas : ROCMI (Official Network of Microwave Communi- 
cations). The function of this organization is to assume full control 
of the microwave communication network — to regulate, maintain, and 
operate the network and make any changes or extensions required for 
future Cuban needs. ROCMX is also to have jurisdiction over the con- 
tract obligations of RCA, the commercial company that had been building 
the microwave system for the former Cuban Government. 

V. Radio and Television Broadcasting Facilities 

Broadcasting facilities, mainly operated commercially, provide 
extensive service for the more densely populated areas of Cuba. Tele- 
vision stations are located in the major urban centers . Radiobroadcast- 
ing facilities, which include many AM and several EM stations, are 
widely distributed throughout the country. 

In June 1958, the Cuban Government licensed 18k radio and 18 tele- 
vision stations to operate in the country. An appendix (see p» 13) to 
this report lists these stations, giving their call letters, frequency, 
power, location of studio and transmitter, and licensee. The appendix 
probably is a reliable listing of the stations that existed in June 1958. 
During the 1958-59 period, however, only about one-third of all broad- 
casting stations licensed to operate were actually heard on the air. 

This relatively small number of stations actually in operation is 

Q 
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probably the result of disruption of facilities during the revolution, 
decreased station income, and the prospect of intervention by the 
government of Cuba and possible nationalization of facilities. 

Although the attitude of the present government is not clearly 
defined in the field of radiobroadcasting, it is generally assumed 
that it will recognize the licenses issued by the former Batista gov- 
ernment in June 1958. The frequencies assigned to the stations at that 
time were made on the basis of international agreements regulating 
frequencies in broadcasting. In July 1959 the Director of Radio of the 
Min istry of Canssunieations said that in the future Cuban radio stations 
would have to comply to the terms of all of Cuba's international agree- 
ments affecting them. The only known license changes made by the new 
government occurred on 10 December 1959 > when two new F54 stations were 
licensed to operate in Havana and, the license of one AM station (CMD0) 
located in Banes, Grlente Province, was withdrawn. Television station 
CMFE-TV, Channel 9, has been licensed to operate in CsmagSiey. It will 
retransmit programs broadcast by CM&B-TV, Charnel 2, in Havana. 

VI . Shoran and Other Navigational-Aid Facilities 

Only a limited amount of information is available on the navigation- 
al-aid facilities in Cuba, and this information covers only a small 
section of the island* 

In 1957, 10 Shoran stations were operating along the northern coast 
of western Cuba from the Golfo de tenahacabibes to Bahia Honda. All 
but one of them were used as control points in a Shoran offshore survey 
conducted during the same year. Because some of these stations consisted 
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of mobile van equipment only, it is not certain that all of them still 


exist. Their location as of 1957 is given below.

In addition to Shoran stations, a radio beacon is reportedly located 


at Jaime Gonzalez Airfield in Clenfuegos. Additional navigational-aid 
facilities undoubtedly exist, but a preliminary search of records has 


not turned up any Information on them. 


VII. Point-to-PoInt Commercial Radio Facilities 


Both international and domestic point-to-point radio facilities are 
installed in Cuba. The relatively small number of international 


point-to-point facilities provide radiotelephone and radiotelegraph 
connections between Cuba and numerous stations in both the Western 


Hemisphere and Western Europe. On the basis of messages sent during the 
1950-5 9 period, six stations handled all of the international traffic. 
They were the four stations in Havana, which handled the bulk of the 


international traffic, and those in Camaguey and San Pedro Bauta. An 
obviously clandestine station operated at Holguin in 1958. 
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There are many more domestic point-to-point coaaaerclal stations In 

Cuba than international facilities.* During 1958 a total of 73 sta- 
tions were heard, hut by 1959 this number had been reduced to 54. 

In addition to the usual point-to-point radio facilities, a tropo- 
sphere scatter COTamwiicaiiona link was put in operation in 1957 between 
Florida City, Florida, and Guanabo, Cuba. This new ultra-high-frequency 
link has 24 channels for telephone service and supplements the submarine 
cable facilities already in operation. The installation can be expanded 
to a total of 3.50 channels for telephone "use as it becomes necessary. 
This link also has facilities for transmitting television signals. 

VIII. Trend s 

The present government of Cuba trill probably continue to take 
action necessary for the complete nationalization of all telecommuni- 
cation facilities. High priority will undoubtedly be placed on the 
rehabilitation and extension of the high-speed microwave communication 
neteork, as a means of improving internal security. Electronic equip- 
ment and technical assistance critical to the operation of the network 
may be provided by Sovbloc countries. Numerous radiobroadcasting and 
television stations will undoubtedly be brought under government control 
as media for propaganda dissemination. Rumors of deliveries of ra- 
dio-jamming equipment may indicate an intention of the government to
